Who would be elgible to vote in a bond 


election? Paupers? People on food 
stamps? People under 21 years of age? 
Old people in rest homes? Also, would it 
be lawful for a Justice of the Peace to 
be judge over an election? 


In the United States, an eligible 


voter is an elgibile voter. Saying that 
only owners of real estate have the 
right to vote in certain elections is 
obvious discrimination 
based 
on 


wealth, 
just 
as 
it 
would be 


discrimination to say that only people 
with school-aged children should vote in 
school board elections. 


As to who would be eligible to vote, 


that of course depends on what type 
bond election you are talking about. In 
a city bond election only voters within a 
city's limits would be.eligible to vote. 
Likewise, only voters within a given 
school district may vote for or against 
bonds for that district. 
. It is not legal f or a j ustice of the peace 
to act as an election judge in any 
election, according to the secretary of 
state's office. Citing Article 3.04 of the 
Texas Election Code, an attorney in the 
election 
division 
offices of 
the 


Secretary of State's office said that no 
one who "holds an office of profit or 
trust" may be appointed as election 
judge.

In the event of the death 
or 


resignation of a U. S. Senator, the 
vacancy is usually filled by a tem- 
porary appointment by the governor of 
the state which the senator was from. 
That appointment is for the period 
from the vacancy until the next general 
election, at which time a senator is 
elected for the remainder of the term, if 
it had longer to run. The 17th amend- 
ment directs the governor to call an 
election, but authorizes the state 
legislatures to make provision for an 
immediate 
appointment pending 


election, and this alternative is or- 
dinarily followed. 


Committee chairmanships come to 


senators on the basis of seniority, and 
anyone appointed to Sen. McCleUan's 
seat will be the most junior member of 
the Senate. Therefore, the appointee 
will not assume chairmanship of the 
powerful 
Senate 
Apporpriations 


committee. 


At a public sale of property belonging 


to Navarro College, many items bore 
the name of an official of the college 
who was responsible for the sale. Does 
this constitute a conflict of interest? 


The tags you saw marked items that 


had been purchased, not items being 
offered for sale, according to Navarro 
College Dean of Student Services Steve 
Gardner. 


"The garage sale was sponsored by 


the Navarro College Student Advisory 
Council under the direct supervision of 
the Coordinator of Student Activities 
and Housing," Gardner said. "The 
method of tagging merchandise was to 
place the individual's name on the item 
and set it aside." 


Gardner noted that many schools, 


non-profit agencies, individuals, and 
college personnel turned out in support 
of the project. 


"I, like many other people, pur- 


chased items from the sale," Gardner 
said. "However, none of my personal 
belongings were at this garage sale." 


He further said that he explained the 


tagging system to several people at the 
sale and would have done so for you had 
you asked. 


"My main interest was that all items 


be sold and the project be a success," 
Gardner said. "They all sold, thanks to 
many people, and the proceeds went to 
the Student Advisory Council campus 
beautification project."

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Silverberg still thinks

Herb Silverberg said today that after 


hearing CSI Executive Director Jerome 
Vacek's explanation of three CSI programs 
under criticism that he is still glad he 
suggested a performance audit of COG 
programs be conducted.

Vacek said publicity about the COG action

credibility had come up before among other 
county officials involved with CSI. "There has 
been a conflict before. It may be nothing more 
than a personality conflict as Judge Dunn 
suggests, but that is exactly why I've asked 
for this audit." 


Vacek said, "To my knowledge we don't 


have any conflicts with anyone."

sacrifices that had been made, 
but they felt some might not 
have sacrificed as others had. 
So they agreed to "press on," 
according to Boren and pass the 
collection plates again Sunday 
night. In the meeting in which 
the decision was made the 
church leaders 
pledged an 


additional $13,500 themselves, 
bringing the total to about 
$364,500. 


A collection was taken again 


Sunday night, and several men 
of the church made talks on 
giving.

In all $455,000 was raised, and

goal the church had set; a small 
boy donated his entire savings 
account. One group of children 
held a garage sale and donated 
their earnings.

Rural hospitals are better for 


rural people and cheaper to 
operate 
than 
metropolitan 


hospitals, 
according 
to 
a 


position 
paper 
approved 


Tuesday 
in Austin by the 


Statewide Health Coordinating 
•Council. 


Corsicana surgeon Dr. Louis 


Gibson, president of the SHCC, 
submitted 
the 
paper, 
the 


unanimous approval of which 
strengthens 
Texas' 
united 


medical front of opposition to 
-Health, Education and Welfare 
guidelines proposed for national 
hospitals. 


According to the position 


paper, "Elderly rural people 
are 
ill 
fitted 
emotionally, 


psychologically or financially 
for hospitalization away from 
home. They just do better, on 
less, if treated in their home 
environment." 


The paper also claims that 


rural hospitals can be run on a 
"cost-effective" 
basis 
and, 


while their beds may not meet 
state or federal standards, they 
are "more than adequate for 
the level of care needed." 


The statement 
cites 
five 


reasons for the "relatively low" 
cost of rural hospital care: 


1. A high work ethic among 


rural people. 


2. Closer supervision in a 


smaller institution. 


3. Little to no debt amor- 


tization requirements. 


4. Less maintenance cost 


because of local labor and 
practically no cost for ex- 
pansion. 


5. 
Less 
expensive 


technological equipment. 


Full utilization of the local 


hospitals 
would 
also 
save 


money in the 
urban en- 


vironment, according to the SH- 
CC statement, because this 
would ease the pressure for 
expansion 
of 
the 
urban 


hospitals. 


Gibson's statement further 


stresses a difference between 
overbedding 
and 
under 


utilization. 


It is under utilization which 


affects rural hospitals, 
the 


paper said, attributing this to 
the 
maldistribution 
of 


physicians. 


The low rate of use is the 


symptom 
of 
this 


maldistribution, the paper goes 
on, and closing the hospitals 
would be treating the symptom 
without dealing with the real 
problem. 


The paper deals with the 


conversion from hospital-based 
care to amulatory care, saying 
such a change in the medical 
system 
cannot come about 


overnight. 


"Now is not the time for panic 


to prevail," the paper states, It 
is the time to do as Congress 
intended...Utilize the expertise 
of 
local 
consumers 
and 


providers, who are on the scene 
and can see the problems in 
their area. Hand in hand they 
can provide the innovative 
solutions."

Fighting the slant in economic articles 


It has been said that the 


average American is ignorant 
concerning economic matters, 
and there is no good reason to 
question that statement. A good 
question is, Why? 


The answers are not hard to 


find. There is not much teaching 
of economic principles in the 
public schools 
because 
not 


many teachers know enough 
about it to teach economics. I 


volunteered to teach it in CHS 
without ever having had a 
course in it, but I read all I could 
find about it on my level. Not 
many students took it because it 
sounded hard, and it is when 
taught right. My course turned 
into largely a course in con- 
sumer 
economics, 
but 
we 


learned a lot together about 
economic matters. 


IT IS MOST difficult 
for 


citizens to learn much about 
economic matters in papers and 
magazines, although a great 
deal is written about it in every 
issue. The problem is that most 
of those articles are slanted, as 
much 
as 
pure 
political 


discussions. If the writer is 
liberal, the interpretation is 
liberal; if the writer is con- 
servative, his conclusions are 
conservative. One way to slant 


economic discussions is quoting 
the facts to support your con- 
clusion and leaving out all 
others. So one can learn a lot by 
reading them, but what you 
learn is what the writer wanted 
you to learn. Not many of us are 
able to weigh and consider and 
draw independent conclusions. 


Recently there have been 


many of these articles In the 
papers and magazines. Two 


recent articles in the Dallas 
News 
will 
illustrate 
these 


points. One was a front-page 
article, "Income 
Outpaces 


Inflation"; the other was on the 
editorial page entitled, "Where 
Are Rich Who Need Soaking?" 
by Jim Wright, who is slated to 
succeed Dick West in the near 
future. Now any reader of the 
Dallas News knows that they 
tend to slant towards the con- 


servative 
viewpoint, but 
I 


thought both of these articles 
would 
have 
some 
good 


economic stuff in them. So let's 
see why a reader has a difficult 
time 
really 
learning 
from 


slanted articles. 


IN THE JIM Wright article, 


there was this statement: "For 
example, the IRS figures for 
1975 show that the highest- 
income half of the tax-paying 
public paid nearly 93 per cent of 
the income tax bill for the 
country. That was no typo, that 
was 93 per cent". That was 
made 
to 
sound 
very 
bad 


discrimination against half of 
our citizens. How was it slant- 
ed? By what was left out. One 


can't judge the fairness of their 
paying 93 per cent of the tax bill 
without knowing what their per 
cent of the national income was. 
We were never told that. 


Again he reported that the top 


fourth 
paid 
nearly 
three- 


quarters of the total tax, but 
again he failed to tell us what 
per cent of the total income was 
received by the same top fourth. 
Again he told us that there were 
only 1,149 millionaires in 1975 
and that they averaged paying 
$1,011,317 in taxes, "a heavy 
load per person". Well, that 
would depend upon how many 
millions they made and how 
much they had left over, and 
item he failed to include. So Mr. 
Wright's tax facts were very 


slanted. 


THE OTHER article gave 


some interesting facts, one 
being that in 1976 American 
income rose higher than in- 
flation. Another was median 
income, 
not 
average, 
was 


$14,960, but that means that half 
of the people made less than 
that amount. Later the article 
reported that in 1976, 25 million 
persons made less than $5,815, 
which is the federal poverty 
level for a non-farm family of 
four. Obviously, over 25 million 
persons can't pay much in in- 
come taxes to help those people 
that Mr. Wright was feeling 
sorry for. 


By the way, where do you 


stand in our national income 
scale? If you made $23,420 in 
1975, and 
many people in 


Corsicana did, you were in the 
top 10 per cent of the total 
population. That fact staggered 


me because when I was working 
full-time, I was close to that 
level, all things counting, and I 
thought I was pretty low on the 
scale. The missing fact, the vast 
difference in what $23,420 will 
do for four people and what 
$5,815 will do for them. Per- 
sonally I don't mind paying my 
taxes; I just want it spent for 
the 
good 
of 
the 
whole 


population.
